As the result of the suspension 
of 
eight 
Gettysburg 
College 
Sopho­ 
mores for 
hazing, 
student 
govern­ 
ment at the local institution hangs in 
the balance with the probabilities be­ 
ing that this modern method of regu­ 
lating a college community is soon to 
pass out locally. Two of 
the 
classes 
have already withdrawn their 
repre­ 
sentatives on the student council and 
the other two are expected to follow 
oon. 
It will la* recalled that, just before 
the college boys left for 
the 
Easter 
recess, it was announced that eight of 
their number had been suspended for 
the remainder of the year for hazing 
Freshmen some weeks previous. This 
action was taken by the faculty. 
The 
student 
council 
before 
whom 
the 
guilty ones were 
tried 
had 
recom­ 
mended demerits, only 
to 
have 
the 
case 
returned 
to 
them 
for 
more 
severe punishment. 
They refused to 
give any heavier 
penalty 
and 
the 
faculty then took the matter 
out 
of 
their hands and **ave the suspension 
sentence. 
This action, those opposed 
to 
the 
present 
system 
claim, 
makes 
the 
council of no actual effect 
and 
con­ 
stitutes the body a mere 
figurehead, 
allowing, as it does, the faculty to set 
aside any ruling 
on 
discipline 
they 
may make. 
The adherents of student 
government do not take this view of 
the matter, 
regarding 
the 
faculty 
rather as a higher court with a power, 
to set aside the verdict of the lower. 
Tim majority of the 
college 
boys 
adhere to the former view of the 
a f ­ 
fair, however, and the 
.Seniors 
and 
Sophomores have recalled their coun­ 
cilmen. 
The Juniors will take action 
to-morrow and there is a hare 
possi­ 
bility that they will support student 
government. 
It is 
rather 
thought 
that they, too, 
will 
withdraw 
their 
members of the council and that 
the 
Freshman class will then follow their 
example. 
This will practically wipe 
student 
rovornment off the books a t 
Gettys-1 
burg College and the old 
system 
of 
faculty discipline for both minor and} 
major offenses will Ik* in vogue. 
Government by the boys has 
I wen 
in effect for a number of years, 
and. 
n its infancy, is said to have been an 
inqualified 
success. 
More 
recently, 
it i- claimed, considerable opposition 
to it arose.

County People Asked to Urge Legis­ 


lators to Appropriate More Funds 


for 
Educational 
W ork. 
Facts 


Presented. 


Adams County people arc receiving 
copies of a letter being sent 
out 
as 
part of a plan to further a movement 
favorable to increase of the State a p ­ 
propriation for the 
schools. 
It 
was 
started 
among 
legislators 
from 
a 
number of the interior counties, and a 
letter issued from the offices 
of 
the 
State Board of Education urges that 
,;teps l>e taken to increase it above the 
*15.000,000 mark. 
This letter, which is sent out 
off! 
dally, asks people to interview mem­ 
bers of the Legislature and 
urge 
an 
increase. It is significant because Dr. 
Brumbaugh was an active member of 
the board from its 
foundation 
until 
he was sworn in us Governor. The let­ 
ter follows;— 
“The need for additional school a p ­ 
propriation is very generally 
a p p a r­ 
ent throughout 
the 
Commonwealth. 
Since 1907 the bi ennial appropriation 
has been 
fifteen million dollars. Dur­ 
ing the last eight 
years 
there 
has 
been a marked growth in the 
school 
population; consequently the 
appor­ 
tionment to 
the districts 
has 
Lieen 
growing smaller and smaller. Where 
as, formerly the ratio per pupil 
was 
$2.40, it is now only $1.80, 
and 
the 
ratio per teacher, which was former­ 
ly eighty-nine dollars, has 
fallen 
to 
-eventy-two dollars. This would seem 
in opportune time to urge upon 
the 
Legislature the importance of making 
in increase in 
the 
appropriation 
to 
'he common schools. At least two and 
i half million ought to Ik* 
added 
al 
this time.” 
Some of the 
rn rat Tegfstntors a rr

appropriation and others are 
urging 
eighteen. Governor 
Brumbaugh 
has 
given no 
sign 
of 
what

Paris, April 13.—The Russians have 
captured Hill No. DUO, the last remain­ 
ing height in the main range of Hic 
Carpathians, and have 
cut off

Austrian armies from their base, a r 
«ording to a Petrograd dispatch to 
the Temps. 
Hill No. 990 lies south of 
Voila 
Michova, on the Hungarian frontier, 
just cast ol tire Lupkow pass, and the 
delay of the Russians in capturing it 
lias been due to tile fact that a large 
body of German troops was sent to 
reinforce 
the 
Austrians there and 
prevent the straightening of the Rus­ 
sian line. 
Dispatches last Saturday indicated 
that the Germans were still holding 
the Russians in check at Hill No. 090. 
The di:W*Teh to the Temps says: 
“ By the capture of the last remain­ 
ing height in the main range of the 
v ! Carpathians on their front the Kus 
® alans have placed the western Beskids 
range behind them, and the Musco 
vile army, over a distance of seventy 
five miles, is now sweeping down the 
southern slopes of the mountains fol 
lowing the water courses and the rail 
ways, it is within two or three days’ 
march of the great Hungarian plain. 
“The magnificent 
achievement of 
the czar's troops consists of having 
hurled the Austrians back, not only 
from 
the 
fundamental 
Carpathian 
chain, but also from 
the 
parallel 
chains, to the north of which the Ga 
lician slopes are very steep and in­ 
tersected by tortuous defiles. 
“The 
Austrian 
losses 
were 
im 
tnen^e and their reinforcements were 
insignificant. 
“The armies of Generals Rolervitch 
and Boehm Ermolll are cut off from 
their base by the Russians, the first 
between Stork and Smotnik. and the 
second between Smolnik and Volas 
sate. 
“This situation imperils the fourth 
army, tinder Archduke Charles Fer­ 
dinand. In the northern Carpathians, 
and General Lltzlngor's army, before 
Koziouvka. Both are fated to fall back, 
without fighting, to the line of Gen­ 
eral 
Bolerovltch’s army, while 
the 
Austrian e\acuation of Bukowina also 
Is about to become strategh ally cer­ 
tain? 
“ With tbe_ Austrians iu this unfa 
v or able situation, the second stage of 
the most critical battle of the war 
now opens.”
